Infantry and cavalry forces have crossed the flooded river in the region 


of Camposile, it was officially stated today. 
The western bank of the river has been practically cleared of the Aus­ 
trians. 
Montello has been entirely taken. 
A few points on the right bank, from Senson to the sea, are now occu­ 
pied by the enemy. 
The Italians have taken thousands of additional prison­ 


ers. 


Great auantities of material have been abandoned. 
The Austrian retreat across the Piave continues on the whole forty-mile 


frort from Montello to the sea. 


The Italians are closely pursuing the enemy, cutting 
them 
to 
pieces. 
Infantry, cavalry, airplanes and light artillery are co-operating in defeating 
the Austrians’ attempted rear guard actions. 
Great numbers of the enemy 
have been wiped out and announcement of huge hauls of prisoners is ex­ 
pected hourly. 
All the Italian guns lost on this front last week are recaptured, accord­ 
ing to reports. 
Nine Austrian divisions (108,000 mem have been completely 
annihilated. 
Fifteen others have been worn out in the San Dona di Piave 
region, where entire regiments have been destroyed. 
The total Austrian losses in the drive are now estimated at more than 
200.000. 
The Italian losses in killed, wounded and captured 
are 
only 
40.000, according to a semi-official statement. 
The reports indicate that General Diaz seized the psychological moment 
for renewed and vigorous counter attacks along the whole river line when 
the Austrians had only two bridges of any size. 
The others had been swept 
away by the flooded waters, leaving the enemy detachments on the west 
bank short of food and munitions and without means of obtaining reinforce­ 
ments. 
The retreat will leave the Austrians in a worse position, both m ilitarily 
and politically, than before they started their drive a week ago yesterday. 
I r they yield all the ground they captured they will have to face their enor­ 
mous losses in man power without any concrete objective having been ob­ 
tained. 
This not only will have a serious effect on the arm y’s morale but 
will add to the already serious depression at home. 
There is considerable speculation as to the effect the retreat on the Piave 
will have cn the impending renewal of the Austrian drive southward from 
the mountain area. 
It has been known for several days that the enemy had 
I massed heavy forces in the mountains preparatory to another effort to reach 
'the Venetian plains. 
W hether the Piave defeat will hasten this drive as a 
diversion or will cause its indefinite postponement is problematical. 
British troops in a surprise attack south of Asiago penetrated the Aus­ 
trian lines, killing more than 100 and bringing back thirty-one prisoners. 
Ten enemy machines were brought down, bringing their total of aerial 


I o b s c s during the drive to 95 aeroplanes and six observation balloons. 
The 
allies have lost eleven planes. 
Numerous squads of our bombers have crossed the river, where our artil­ 
lery and aircraft are hammering the enemy.

watershed throu gh the United S tates 
W eather Bu reau , U nited States Geo­ 
logical Su rv ey , the 
Forest Serv ice, 
and ti i f three cou nties on the riv er. 
This proposal was- brou ght to the a t­ 
tention of a nu mber of the pu blic or­ 
ganizations in y ou r cou nty . 
We 
de­ 
sired to present the m atter to y ou r 
body , bu t were u nfortu nate in going 
there when y ou r Board was not in ses­ 
sion. 
T he same sort of stu dy is al­ 
ready in operation in

It is estimated that a complete, in­ 
stallation of gau ges and the necessary 
part of maintenance for the first y ear 
to he su pplied by the three cou nties 
on the watershed wou ld inv olv e an 
ou tlay of from $12,000 to $14,000 In all. 
or abou t $4000 from each cou nty .

Unfortu nately , or, accou nt of diffi­ 
cu lties in arranging the necessary de­ 
tails for carry ing this plan ou t be­

loss of the citru s crop made it impos­ 
sible for the Su perv isors to make spe­ 
cial appropriations for the pu rpose.

C arried ou t u nder federal officers, j 
this data is gathered by men ex pert in j 
this lino of work and is carried on in 
a continu ou s and connected way rare-1 
ly accomplished by indiv idu als or cor-1 
porations. 
These records are accept-1 
ed in all cou rts as u nbiased and 
re ­ 
liable in the settlem ent of water con-' 
trov ersies. 
I reg ret the length of this letter, bu t 
it. is impossible to ou tline the m atter

“ N ow send us only four divisions of Americans," 
say s an Italian general. 
“ W e will first shake hands, 
and then travel together into Austria."

The magnificent defense of 
Italy against the big Austrian drive shows the mettle 
of the Italian army today . 
The developments of the 
last week have added encouragement to the faith of 
the Allies in Italy , which today is at the zenith of its 
morale and power. 
It stood like a rock against the 
impact of nearly a million foemen. 
It may plunge 
forward like a ba ttering ram when the Austrian blow 
has spent itself and the supreme Allied command gives 
the word. 
The Italians do not need American help to de­ 
fea t‘the demoralized remnants of the Austrian m ili­ 
tary power, thrown together at Germany ’s bidding 
for this forlorn hope. 
Austria has never, in this war, 
been victorious on any front without a stiffening of 
German troops. 
Germany is now so busy on her 
western front that she can not spare men for the 
stiffening. 
If she does send a few divisions, they will 
be unavailing. 
The Italians are no longer afraid of 
Germans. 
They will beat them back as our own boy s 
are doing in France. 
It would be a fine thing, for all that, to send a 
few ^ ankee divisions to Italy . 
Our government is 
said to favor such a step, as evidence of our sy mpathy 
and solidarity with our southern allies. 
Those fiery 
Italians would fight all the better for it, and every 
American would rejoice in the knowledge that we 
shared their victorious advance. 
If we are to take the dispatches for truth— and 
evidently they are true— Austro-H unga ry is starving, 
sick of war. exhausted. Half her people are rebellious, 
the other half discouraged. 
She seems 011 the verge 
of going to pieces. 
A smashing disaster will put her 
out of the fighting as effectually as Russia has been 
put out. 
if this prediction comes true, the end of the 
war may be nearer than we think. 
However, we 
must be prepared to meet the situation, should tht 
people of Austria be held down under the heel of the 
German military program.
